Supervisors Bestow 


In a giant giveaway last Friday, j year, explained: 


the Orange County Board of 
Supervisors awarded between three 
and four million dollars, in about as 
many hours to organizations who 
had petitioned for a piece of their 
revenue sharing funds. 

Among the petitioners were six 
from Placentia, who garnered 
approximately $132,462 of the 
public money. 

Another Placentia project for a 
barrio sports program, which sought 
$29,459, was held for further study. 

Highest of the local awards was 
presented to Casa Placentia who 
received $48,000 for a ten month 
period. Russ Barrios, executive 
director of Casa Placentia, when 
asked why there was a 38 per cent 
increase in the request over last 


“Some of that will be cost of 
living...will be mileage costs...cost 
of stationery and supplies.’’ 

Supervisor Chairman Ralph Died- 
rich then asked Barrios if he at any 
time had made an application to the 
city of Placentia for help with this 
funding. 

Barrios replied that the city’s 
reaction is ‘‘that they feel they 
would not like to put any funds into 
the program...and also it might 
destroy the purpose of the i 
It’s a community effort.’ . 

Diedrich recommended approval 
with the added provision that the 
applicant make a formal presenta- 
tion and a formal request from 
Placentia ‘‘for some help in this 
activity.’” 


The Casa board is headed by 
Frank Burciaga and Mrs. Burciaga 
is a paid member of the staff. The 
group last year received $36,000 in 
revenue sharing public money, the 
county Revenue Sharing Depart- 
ment reports. 

Alpha Center, another Placentia 
group which was awarded $41,795 in 
tax funds last year, received another 
$45,367 grant this year. Alpha 
Center lists their project as “‘A 
multifaceted service center which 
provides services in counseling, 
intervention program for ‘problem 
adolescents’, assistance in drug 
abuse problems and services in 
youth employment.’ 

Alpha Center reports assistance 
to 7,000 people on their hot line 
program and 1,000 in counselling 


and Casa Placentia 1,500. 

Aiso receiving taxpayer money 
was the Valencia United Methodist 
Church sponsored Placentia Com- 
munity Clinic, expected to start 
operation soon in the Chester 
Whitten Community Center. The 
clinic was allocated $4,000 for a 
project to provide basic health care, 
nutrition education and emergency 


medical care in the La Jolla 
neighborhood. 
A joint application between 


Fullerton and Placentia for a Meals 
on Wheels program was awarded 
$18,180 for meals for 30 low income 
elderly, 1S from each city. The 
Meals on Wheels program in 
Placentia now serves seven people. 

Another food program, named 
TLC, to provide one meal a day, five 


days a week for senior citizens, 
brought another $26,005 grant to 
Placentia. It is expected to service 60 
persons. The Placentia City Council 
recently voted $12,735 of local tax 
money for the same program. 

Fred West, Placentia Social 
Services Coordinator, who made the 
presentation, was admonished by 
Diedrich about the cost of the 
program. 

**So many of these programs have 
a lower cost that it might be good to 
look at some of the other ones to see 
where the costs lie just for your own 
benefit.”’ 

A Placentia Athletic Club Barrio 
Sports Program, which sought

Stopped In La Jolla

Hopes for another Catholic 
Chapel in the La Jolla neighborhood 
of Placentia, where residents lost 
their neighborhood church in the 
Orange Freeway land acquisition 
several years ago, appeared 
severely dim this week. 

Priests from Casa Miguel PRO, a 
special group stationed in Buena 
Park, who administer to the Spanish 
speaking, said that masses, begun 
on a regular basis in the area a few 
months back, have been discon- 
tinued. 

Father James Nash, pastor of St. 
Anthony Claret in Anaheim, of 
which the La Jolla neighborhood is a 
part, said that instead of the 
neighboring services, a Spanish 
mass is now being conducted at St. 
Anthony Claret every Sunday at 
12:30 noon. 

Father Nash indicated this week 
that part of the problem concerning 
the neighborhood services, is money 
and personnel. 

The La Jolla parishioners, who 
have been growing in numbers at 
the local services, had held their 
masses in the large meeting room of 
the Chester Whitten Community 
Center on Melrose Street. The 
church paid a fee for use of the 
building. 

When the matter was brought to 
the attention of the Placentia City 
Council, council members, four of 
whom are Catholic, voted unani- 
mously to oust the group from the 
center, on legal advice from the 
Placentia City Attorney that the use 
violated the separation of church 
and state. : 

The group, around 7S at that time, 
met one Sunday in the park, when no 
other place was available. 

The Placentia Unified School 


District Board of Trustees, most of 
whom are Protestant, taking a 
different look at the problem, 
arranged to allow the church group 
to hold services at the McFadden 
Elementary School Gymnasium for a 
minimum fee. The permit was 
allowed on an emergency basis for a 
year. 

These services continued and had 
built one Sunday to 110 worshippers 
before the local ban on mass was 
levied by the church. 

Around the same time that the 
Catholic group was denied the 
Whitten Center, city council 
members also unanimously approv- 
ed the use of a public street corner 
on Santa Fe Street for services of the 
Church of God In Christ. 

Approval was given not only once 
but twice. 

Although the Catholic services 
were forbidden in the public 
building on the grounds of 
constitutionality, the outdoor meet- 
ings on public property were 
approved also based on_ the 
constitution, City Attorney Charles 
Post III reported, on the basis of free 
speech. 

Permission was given to the 
second religious group for the 
balance of this calendar year. 

Father Nash said this week that 
building a small church in the La 
Jolla neighborhood ‘‘would cost at 
least $100,000 with all the parking 
requirements.’’ He also indicated 
that the priests who have been 
serving the neighborhood there will 
not always be available because of 
the large areas they must cover, and 
in that instance, even if a church 
were built, there could be a problem 
of having a priest to administer to it.

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Sokha Finds A Pleasant Place

Snatched from the uncertainies of 
war and tribulation by the hands of 
those who had sought to restore her 
to life by feeding her, a waif, without 
parents, possibly seven years old 
and weighing in at thirty pounds, 
found the airplane beneath her, 
thankfully airborne and on its way to 
Bangkok in Thailand. 


Leaving the shell shocked airport 
in Phnom Penh in Cambodia, had 
been risk enough in itself. There was 
an excellent chance no one would 
make it. 

Three vans of youngsters had 
waited on the aprons for the Convair 
240 to land. Behind them death, 
destruction and hunger of war. 
Ahead if they made it, freedom and a 
new life with parents in southern 
California, who had not only 
promised to cherish them but some 
of whom had been on waiting lists 
for two years for just an opportunity 
to prove it. 

Somehow these small charges, 
the responsibility of World Vision 
International, who had collected 
them from the streets and steps of 
buildings where they had been left, 
found themselves in another 
country. World Vision’s policy is 
normally to care for children in their 
home lands. That became no longer 
a practical policy. 


From tender loving care of friends 
in Thailand, this special cargo found 
itself airlifted to the United States 
and entrusted to Family Ministries a 
California licensed adoption agency 
based in Whittier. Awaiting the 20 
youngsters were 1,200 families 
many of whom had undergone the 
most intensive personal checks 
possible, health, business, social, 
religious and even a fingerprint 
clearance from the FBI. 


And today it all seems a world and 
a half away from the bright eyed, jet 
black haired, peppy youngster, 
sitting at her desk at Brookhaven 
Elementary School in Placentia, in a 


SOKHA and an especial friend, Heidi, her family’s pet sheltie. 


combined first-second grade class. 

That is Sokha, one of Placentia’s 
newest citizens. And unquestion- 
ably one of the most enthusiastic. 

Everything delights Sokha, which 
may have been her first name or her 
last in Cambodia...no one is quite 
sure. Before hoped for sophistica- 
tion sets in she can look back to the 
wondrous days when she discovered 
electricity...lights of every room 
must be tested, coming and going 
and the magic of water that runs 
right into your home. 

Sokha perfers the ways of this 
world, she explains to her attractive 
red-haired mother, Judie Larson. 
All the games she played at home in 
Cambodia were so dirty, she says in 
her excellent English vocabulary she 
has put together since June. ‘‘I like 
being clean,’’ she explains happily. 

Things were not always so 


cheerful for Sokha, whose name in 
the Cambodian language is thought 
to mean ‘‘pleasant.”’ 

But gone now are the screams in 
the night and the nightmares. The 
physical emaciation. The nutritional 
pock marks that blemished her 
smooth skin, the parasites that were 
eating her alive inside. 

Even the malaria is arrested. And 
her small frame has filled out with all 
the good things to eat at the Kenneth 
Larson home, which is her home 
now. The favorites are, in this order 
hamburger, hot dogs, ice cream, 
fish sandwich and McDonalds! 

Just plain good eating these days, 
now that the iron three times a day 
and special nutritional supplements 
are no longer required. Her friendly 
dentist has picked her birthday as 
closely as he can by x-raying her

A completion site development 
plan for the northwest corner of 
Yorba Linda and Kraemer Boule- 
vards in Town Center Il, narrowly 
received approval recently from the 
Placentia Planning Commission.

Fire Talks 
Spread 


Meetings, discussions and plan- 
ning were continuing this week on a 
merger of Placentia’s Fire Depart- 
ment with that of Orange County. 

City Councilmen Tuesday night 
were expected to present dialogue 
on whether Placentia’s fire equip- 
ment, including trucks and auto- 
mobiles, should be sold to the 
county, leased, or placed in 
mothballs, in the instance that the 
council votes a formal agreement orm 
the merger. 

If the merger is voted, it probably 
would not become a reality before 
November 1, Placentia Safety 
Officer Norman Traub estimated, 
because of the formalities of per- 
sonnel checks which must be made 
on any employees going from city 
service to county. County firemen 
actually are employees of the state of 
California in the division of Forestry. 

Also, four former Placentia fire 
personnel, who have been terminat- 
ed under charges of petty theft, 
expect to have their . hearings 
forwarded to October 22, the North 
Orange County Court reported this 
week. Prior date for the hearings 
had been set on September 10. 

The city council has already voted 
3 to 2 to pursue a contract with the 
Orange County Fire Department, 
obliterating the local department. 

Richard Degrev, Administrative 
Services Officer of the Orange 
County Fire Department, said that 
county men work 24 hour shifts with 
3% days off and 3% days on, 
therefore the equivalent of half of 
every day is spent at the fire station. 
This apparently includes week ends 
and holidays. 

Work is organized into three 
24-hour shifts one week and four the 
next. Eight hours is work time; eight 
standby and eight sleeping. Meals 
are cooked at the stations which 
become ‘‘second homes."’ 

Degrev said that the county men 
‘*mow lawns, do yard work, cook, 
maintain their own station and wax 
their own floors.” 

A dormitory, usually is set up for 
sleeping, he described and showers 
provided. They clean and maintain 
their own fire equipment. 

The county currently maintains 35 
stations and answers around 12,000 
calls for aid and fire service a year, 
Degrev reported. Seven Orange 
County cities out of the 26 receive 
their fire service by this means. 

Degrev said that employee 
negotiations differ at the state level 
and proceed through a personnel 
board. Wage increases, if any, are 
bestowed on July 1 of the year, he 
stated.

So angry are many U.S. senators over the State Department's tiptoe 
diplomacy toward Panama, that one of these days the Senate may pass the 
Byrd Amendment to cut off state’s funds for negotiating away our rights to 


the Panama Canal. - 


Ever since Secretary of State Henry Kissinger signed a memorandum 
with his Panamanian counterpart in early 1974 agreeing to hand over the 
Panama Canal, congressional and public reaction has been mounting in 


intensity. 


No wonder. The canal belongs to the United States. 

The United States acquired sovereignty (not rental or lease) to the Canal 
Zone in perpetuity shortly after Panama seceded from Colombia in 1903. 

The Panamanians seceded because they wanted to participate in the 
benefits the canal would bring to their part of the world, and they identified 
future success with the United States, having watched the French fail at 
attempts to build a canal. Today, Panama has the highest standard of living 


in Central America. 


In all, the United States has spent more than $166 million in acquiring the 
Canal Zone. We pay Panama an annuity in lieu of payments for the Panama 
Railroad amounting to more than $2 million a year. 

The Panamanian government isn’t about to kill the goose that laid the 
golden egg, as evidenced by a series of expensive full-color, double-page 
ads in many U.S. magazines this summer, beckoning U.S. tourists to the 


Central American nation. 


Panama's government won't (and can’t) kill the goose, but they're 
banking on the State Department's timidity and a hazy view of history by 
Americans to lay title to all the goose’s eggs in the Isthmus. 

Memories are so short that relatively few Americans recall that the leftist 
propaganda coming out of Panama today, asserting ‘‘sovereignty’’ over the 
canal, hinting at sabotage and condemning the United States for 
‘‘colonialism,’’ is all coming from the same regime that overthrew an 
elected, pro-U.S. government just seven years ago. 

The incubation of the present Marxist government goes back a long way. 
When the Communist Party of Panama was founded in 1930, its charter 
spelled out two key goals: 1. gain control of the government through the 
armed forces; 2. nationalize the Canal Zone via treaty negotiations. 

Goal No. 1 was realized when, on Oct. 11, 1968, the armed forces (called 
the National Guard) overthrew the newly inaugurated government of 


President Arnulfo Arias. 


Arias, president twice before (and denied office a third time by apparent 
vote fraud), had been an outspoken critic of Soviet designs on the canal since 


his first election in 1940. 


Slowly, over the years, a cadre of young, carefully indoctrinated Marxist 
military officers grew in size in the National Guard until it was strong enough 


to bring off the coup. 


On seizing the government, they immediately disbanded the National 
Assembly, censored the press and suspended civil rights. There hasn't been 


an election since. 


Toda¥, the government speaks not for the people of Panama, but for the 


guns of the National Guard. 


So far, it has succeeded in intimidating our State Department. As 
Columnist M. Stanton Evans commented recently, ‘‘The arguments used to 
justify this course of action (giveaway of the canal) are vintage Western guilt 
complex, familiar to students of our diplomacy."’ 

In addition to Kissinger’s memorandum (which, by the way, contradicts a 
1907 U.S. Supreme Court decision reaffirming U.S. sovereignty over the 
Canal Zone), the Panamanian government has acquired from the so-called 
nonaligned nations group a resolution supporting its claim. 

This spring it added a similar resolution from the Organization of 
American States. This fall it will seek one from the U.N. General Assembly. 

Close observers of the Panama scene believe that, with or without this last 
document, strongman Omar Torrijos will make propaganda hay over these 
resolutions ‘‘legitimizing’’ his claims. 

He may move on the Canal Zone, not with guns firing, but by walking 
(possibly hand in hand with another Latin American head of state or two) 
into the zone and delivering a document announcing its ‘‘nationalization.”’ 

Should that happen, the United States would face some unhappy choices, 
for almost any response could be used as a pretext for well-coached rioters to 


go to work. 


It can be prevented. Congress’ balky mood over a new treaty can show 
stiff popular resistance to a giveaway. 

The government can go further with preventive steps by making it clear to 
Torrijos & Co. (well in advance) that it will not permit a ‘‘walk-in’’ or any 
attempt to forcefully take over the canal.

Citizen Questions Council

Mayor and City Council 
City of Placentia 


Gentlemen: 


I have read with interest in the 
local press the recent correspond- 
ence regarding the proposed 
widening of Chapman Avenue in the 
vicinity of Murray. At the outset, let 
me point out that I live several miles 
from the area, own no property in 
that vicinity, and have no particular 
axe to grind. I'm merely an 
interested tax-paying resident. 

Initially, Mr. Jack Gomez, in 
reference to documentation of 
earlier master plans, has reiterated 
‘*...there are none’’. Yet, in that 
same issue of that same paper, Mr. 
Alfonso Orosco, a former council- 
man, recalls a master plan and cites 
ordinances by numbers. I myself 
have seen and studied a document 
relating to the matter which appears 
to be official and legitimate, and 
which substantiates the claims of 
Mr. Peter Laborde. Either we have a 
communications failure, or someone 
is guilty of peculiar record keeping 
or filing. 

Secondly, Mayor Robert Lyons 
states that ‘‘the city of 1962 and the 
city of 1975 are two different 
entities’’. This strikes me as a rather 
casual approach to the concept of 
master planning. Pursuing this 
logic, perhaps ludicrously, might I 
envision an ice cream parlor or a 
hamburger establishment next door 
to me in my R-1 zone should the 
“‘entity’’ change within the next few 
years? The neighborhood children, 
the present generation, may 
recognize such a need and would 
probably welcome a zone change, 
but this member of the older 


generation might be expected to 
raise quite a howl. To me, planning 


is permanent and not subject to 
change after a comparatively short 
13-year period--particulary when 
construction was dictated by, and 
performed in complicance with 
legally adopted master plans and 
ordinances. 


Thirdly, Mayor Lyons has tossed 
out ‘‘about $6,000"’ as the cost of a 
new study of a Chapman route. 
Granted, in these inflationary times, 
that’s not much. But, if an effective 
plan exists, let's use it, and divert 
the $6,000 to something a little more 
worthwhile. I won't bother to ask 
why city staff can't undertake the 
study. 

Finally, as a regular driver 
through the area, I fail to see the 
need for the widening. Traffic 
appears to flow quite smoothly,, 
particularly since the installation of 
the left-turn arrow at Bradford. 
While I am not familiar with traffic 
forecasts which may exist, changes 
do not appear to be warranted at this 
point in time. 

In conclusion, my empathy and 
sympathy lie with Mr. Laborde, and 
with his neighboring property 
owners. If their rights aren't being 
stomped upon, they are certainly 
being stretched to the limit by some 
thoughtless, is not illegal, man- 
euvers. 

I strongly recommend that the 
Council take a long, objective look at 
this matter before initiating further 
expenditures for studies, plans, or 
construction. This should include a 
study of past history, as well as a 
review of existing ordinances and 
plans. And it should include 
thoughtful consideration of the 
ramifications of any proposals on 
Chapman Avenue property owners.

HORSE TALES 


by Joan Johnson 


STRONGYLUS VULGARIS-Part 3 

‘*What medications to use--The answer is several but be 
selective and insure that one of them alone or in 
combination with another is highly ifffective against S. 
vulgaris. Some drugs are only moderately effective, others 
totally useless for such. 

‘‘No single drug or combination should be used 

continuously due to the possibility of drug resistent strains 
of strongyles developing. 
‘‘In actual practice, strongyles have become resistent to 
monthly treatments of phenothiazine and to thiabendazole. 
Phenothiazine used alone is one of the least effective drugs 
for S. vulgaris. The same is true of piperazine. 

‘In combination, they compare favorably with 
thiabendazole, pyrantel, camendazole, and medendazol 
which are currently rated as among the most effective 
available. 

**Broad spectrum drugs or combinations can be included 
‘as needed to remove ascarids, bots, and others as well. 
However, the prime target is always S. vulgaris. 
‘*Methods of Administering Medications--No treatment 
is effective unless (1) an efficient medication is deposited 
(2) in the right amount (3) at the right time, and (4) in the 
right place in the animal’s body. Based on the foregoing, 
the stomach tube is the most efficient method of medicating 
and for that reason is generally preferred by veterinarians. 

“Use of the special syringes or ‘‘guns’’ to deposit 
medications in paste form. in the horse’s mouth are 
convenient and effective if the horse swallows the paste. 
The number of medications available in paste form is 
increasing and the method is destined to become popular. 

‘‘Another effective method, little used in this country, 
is a blow gun which deposits medications in powder from 
well within the horse’s mouth. Passing a capsule, or bolus 
of medication by hand or with a balling gun is still another 
method. 

‘*Mixing medication with the grain ration is the most 
convenient and economical. However, it is noi effective 
unless someone responsible oversees to insure that each 
horse consumes the proper dosage of medicire within the 
specified time. 

**Some horses will not eat medicated foods. Many will 
separate and eat the grain and leave the medicine in the 
feed box. An effective program requires that each horse be 
fed and observed separately. 

‘*How often to treat--Best information is that the interval 
between treatments for strongyles should be six to eight 
weeks, no longer. This is based upon the fact that migrating 
larvae on return to the intestinal tract will mature and be 
capable of producing eggs within six to eight weeks. 

‘Thus it must be assumed that although a horse has 
been treated and all worms removed from his intestinal 
tract, strongyle eggs will begin to appear in his droppings 
about six weeks after de-worming.’’
